Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to Applicant's argument that Kurzius 
fails to describe automatic notification to both the potential acquirer and the potential acquiree when a match is made, the PTO 
respectfully submits that this is indeed taught by Kurzius as cited above. Figure 1 1 , as well as col. 14, lines 25-38 states that a 
recruiter and/or candidate is notified when a match is made. This clearly teaches that each of acquirer and acquiree are notified.
